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CHURCH BUILDING FUND 
TRAINING SESSION PLAN 


A Training Session for the mem- 
bers of the Church Building Loan 
Fund committees and the Board of 
Directors of the Southeast Conven- 
tion has been planned for January 6, 
1953. The meeting will be held in the 
Central Congregational Church, At- 
lanta, Ga., and will be under the di- 
rection of Dr. Nelson C. Dreier, Area 
Director, and the Rev. Erston M. 
Butterfield, Superintendent. 

The Goal suggested, and accepted, 
for the Southeast Convention is 
$30,000. This is based on 16% of 
the current expense report for each 
church in the 1951 year book report. 
Since some of the churches may not 
be able to meet this goal, it has been 
suggested that the individual goals 
for churches be set at 20% of the 
current expenses in order that the 
Convention Goal may be met. 

Each church will be in a position 
to distribute this goal over the two 
years 53 and °54. One of the points 
to be considered at the meeting will 
be whether the goals are to be raised 
by a special campaign in each church 
or whether it should be included in 
the year’s church budget. 

It is hoped that all Associations 
will have appointed their Church 
Loan Fund committees before the 
January meeting, so that these com- 
mittees may also attend the training 
session. It is highly important to get 
the information, the organization and 
the materials to the churches as soon 
as possible. 


REORGANIZATION PLAN 
TO BE DISCUSSED JAN. 20 


The afternoon session of the regu- 
lar meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Southeast Convention 
will be devoted to a re-working of 
the Plan of Reorganization for Con- 
ferences and Associations. Conference 
moderators have been invited to at- 
tend and to present the modifications 
or changes desired by their confer- 
ences. 

The East Alabama Association 
Executive Committee met December 
16, 1952, to consider the plan and to 
make their recommendations. It is 
hoped that other associations and con- 
ference executive committees will also 
meet before January 20th in order 
that their moderators may be able to 
present their recommendations. 


ONE GREAT HOUR 
OF SHARING 


The date for “One Great Hour of 
Sharing”, the 1953 United Appeal for 
relief and reconstruction, has been 
set for Sunday, March 8. The pur- 
pose of this appeal is to raise funds 
for refugee and relief needs, for in- 
ter-church aid and other related types 
of service. 

The 1953 United Appeal, interde- 
nominational in character, will have 
India, Korea, the Near East and Cen- 
tral Europe as its chief areas of cov- 
erage. Programs of emergency relief 
and programs of rehabilitation and 
reconstruction in the areas of distress 
are financed through this United 
Appeal. 


YALE AUTHORITY BACKS 
NEW VERSION OF BIBLE 


“All the grounds that underlie the 
doctrine of the virgin birth are stated 
plainly and unequivocally in the new 
version,” Dr. Luther A. Weigle, dean 
of Yale University Divinity School, 
told a news conference recently. 

Anyone who says otherwise, he 
added, is misrepresenting the facts. 

Dr. Weigle, head of a committee 
of 32 Biblical scholars who worked 
15 years preparing the new Bible, 
spoke out against attacks on it by 
some individual ministers. “Condem- 
nations have come mostly from ex- 
tremists and notoriety seekers con- 
nected with splinter groups and do 
not represent any substantial segment 
of protestantism.” 

Chief grounds for their criticism 
has been that Isaiah 7:14, the word 
“virgin” is replaced by “young wom- 
an” in the new version. Weigle said 
the change was made because the 
original Hebrew manuscript used the 
word “almah” which means “young 
woman”. The mistake, he said, was 
in Greek translations of the Hebrew. 
and it was carried over into the King 
James translation. At other points 
in the Old Testament, Weigle said, 
the Greeks correctly translated “la- 
mah” to mean “young woman”. 

“Believers in the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures,” Weigle said, 
“should be the first to desire the com- 
mittee translate the text accurately.” 

He said theological grounds for 
the virgin birth, as contained in the 
18th, 20th, and 23rd verses of Mat- 
thew I, and in verses 26 to 38 of 
Luke I, remain “absolutely as firm 
as ever” in the New Testament. 

The new Bible, which sought to 
clarify obsolete usages and correct 
inaccuracies, has received wide ac- 
ceptance.

With the opening of the winter 
quarter, Southern Union has enrolled 
several new students and an addi- 
tional faculty member has _ been 
added. Mr. Leland R. Waters. Jr., B. 
A. (Harding College) and M.B.A. (U.

Mrs. Waters is 
trained in home economics. 

The College would like to express 
its special thanks to the Alabama 
Women’s Fellowship, which has re- 
cently forwarded $400 for the re- 
decoration of the Southern Union 
Chapel. With the generous gifts pre- 
viously received for this purpose, the 
College can now proceed with plans 
for a more adequate and helpful Col- 
lege Chapel.

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CALLED MEETING OF THE 
CENTRAL ALABAMA ASSN. 


A Special Session of the Central 
Alabama Association met November 
22 at the Mt. Olive Church, Tallas- 
see, Ala. The Moderator, the Rev. M. 
O. Worley, called the meeting to or- 
der. 

The business before the meeting 
was the discussion and voting to or- 
dain A. D. Ballard, Sr., and George 
Watson, and to license Otto Culpep- 
per in the ministry for one year. 

Mr. Worley addressed the group 
urging them to help make the Cen- 
tral Association one of the best in 
the area. “We may not be as large 
as some of the others,” he said, “but 
we are just as good and just as big 
as we make ourselves.” He asked 
that the Per Capita Dues be raised 
to 30 cents per member and that the 
apportionment be paid quarterly 
throughout the year. A goal of one 
dollar per member was suggested by 
Mr. Worley as he pointed out how 
unbalanced the apportionment giving 
is according to the membership of 
the churches. 

The revision of church rolls was 
discussed by the Rev. David Clark, 
and he pointed out the way to revise 
the roll books as to active members, 
inactive and non-resident. He gave 
out forms to the ministers and asked 
that they be returned to the associa- 
tion before December 15 correctly 
filled out and the same information 
be given on the Year Book reports. 

The Church Building Loan Fund 
was presented by Mrs. Jettie Logan, 
who urged the people to start now 
making plans for special programs 
pertaining to this so that the Central 
Association could meet its quota. 

Miss Loretta Petersen spoke on

SPECIAL NOTICE 
TO MINISTERS 


It has been reported that a person 
is using the name of Dr. Stanley U. 
North to secure gifts of money from 
Congregational ministers in the 
Southeast Convention. 

Dr. North has informed us that he 
does not know the gentleman and has 
urged that no gifts be made to the 
person in question, or to anyone else 
who attempts to secure money by 
using the name of another person who 
does not live in the area. 

Probabilities are that the person in 
question is dishonest. Certainly gifts 
ought never to be given without first 
checking up with the person whose 
name is being used as reference. 

We hope this will serve as a warn- 
ing to ministers, who in the nature 
of their sympathetic interest, are 
quite frequently victimized by un- 
scrupulous persons. 


Our Congregational Christian Serv- 
ice Committee has helped resettle 
4,100 Displaced Persons since the end 
of World War II. During the next 
few months CCSC will need sponsors 
for 50 more families called “out of 
zone” cases because they come from 
countries other than West Germany, 
Austria, and Italy. Persons or or- 
ganizations wishing to help should 
contact the Displaced Persons pro- 
gram at 110 E. 29th St., New York. 

The Rev. Wm. F. Hastings, secre- 
tary of the Displaced Persons pro- 
gram for the past two years, has been 
appointed director of the resettlement 
program in Germany of the World 
Council of Churches and has left for 
Europe to assume that post. 


The cost of supporting the United 
Nations is 16 cents per person an- 
nually in the United States. This is 
one ten-thousands of 1% of the 
amount spent for armaments. 
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SOUTHEAST CONVENTION BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The regular budget meeting of the 
Southeast Convention Board of Di- 
rectors was held in Atlanta, Ga., on 
December 5, 1952. Those present 
were: Rev. Clyde C. Flannery, Dr. A. 
R. Van Cleave, Mrs. Emmett Bailey, 
Rev. Henry C. Weaver, Rev. Wm. R. 
Schorman, Mrs. T. L. Cunningham, 
and Emerson P. Poste—regular mem- 
bers. Newly elected members present 
were: Harry Barr, Richard Drake, 
Mrs. Ione Kirkland, and Rev. J. W. 
Davenport. Staff members present 
were: Supt. Erston M. Butterfield, 
Rev. C. Carl Dollar, Miss Loretta 
Petersen and Mrs. Ed. A. Albright. 
Representing the Board of Home Mis- 
sions was Dr. Thos. A. Tripp, and 
present as Moderator of the Southeast 
Convention was Rev. Joe A. French. 
Rev. John D. Dollar was a visitor. 

The treasurer’s report was given by 
Mrs. Albright, and after some dis- 
cussion regarding the surplus of Per 
Capita Dues of the three conferences 
—that is, the difference between the 
money received by the Convention 
office from the churches and the 
amount sent to the General Council, 
it was voted by the Board that the 
surplus of the per capita dues of each 
conference each year shall be re- 
turned to the conference for state 
work, 

Dr. Tripp introduced the matter of 
the purchase of a new parsonage for 
the superintendent. During the dis- 
cussion it was brought out that the 
present parsonage is a poor home in 
a poor location, in need of extensive 
repairs and renovations. The board 
decided that the present house should 
be sold and a new one purchased. 
There was also some discussion as to 
the desirability of locating the head- 
quarters of the Southeast Convention 
in Atlanta. Dr. Tripp said that the 
matter had been carefully studied in 
the past when the location was first 


chosen, and that in view of the fact 
that railroads and highways converge 
in Atlanta it seemed the logical place 
for the headquarters. 

There was also some discussion as 
to the advisability of selecting the 
new house with a view of using a por- 
tion of it for the offices. It was felt 
that if a house could be found with 
a suitable arrangement whereby the 
office could be entirely separate from 
the living quarters for the family of 
the superintendent, such an arrange- 
ment ought to be considered. A Par- 
sonage Committee was appointed, 
consisting of Dr. Thos. Anderson, 
Rev. Joe A. French and Emerson P. 
Poste. This committee will help select 
the house. with Supt. Butterfield and 
Mr. Boser of the Real Estate and 
Mortgage Department of the Board of 
Home Missions. 

The Rev. Joe A. French presided 
over the portion of the meeting to 
consider the next biennial meeting of 
the Southeast Convention. It was 
agreed that the meeting will be held 
at the Pilgrim Church, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., on May 16-17, 1953—unless 
the program committee finds it de- 
sirable to change the date. 

The program committee was ap- 
pointed as follows: the Executive 
Committee of the Southeast Conven- 
tion, the Moderator, the entertaining 
pastor and the Superintendent. A 
Nominating Committee will be ap- 
pointed at the Executive Committee 
meeting on January 20, 1953. 

The Superintendent proposed that 
discussion on the Proposed Plan for 
Reorganization be postponed until 
the meeting on January 20th. 

Dr. Tripp presented to the Board 
and to the Superintendent the new 
Dodge which was a gift from the 
Board of Home Missions to the South- 
east Convention. It was gratefully 
accepted by the Board, who expressed 
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its appreciation of the gift. Dr. Tripp 
had driven it from New York, where 
it had been obtained at a reduced 
price. It was voted by the board that 
the present Dodge should be sold and 
the money forwarded to the Board 
of Home Missions. 

The Board went into Executive 
Session to consider the salaries of the 
staff in relation to the new budget. 
Then the staff again joined the Board 
to consider the Missionary Aid to 
churches and other items of the budg- 
et. The budget as finally worked out 
by the Board will be considered by 
the staff of the Board of Home Mis- 


sions. 
Piedmont College 


A discussion of the situation at 
Piedmont College was introduced by 
the chairman, who told of the reso- 
lution passed by the Georgia Confer- 
ence October 23rd as follows: “The 
Georgia Conference of Congregation- 
al Christian Churches, meeting in 
Vanceville, requests the Department 
of Higher Education of the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches to use its 
good offices with the Board of Trus- 
tees of Piedmont College to secure 
the resignation or removal of Dr. 
Walter from Piedmont College as 
soon as possible.” 


The chairman read letter to and 
from Dr. Truman Douglass, and a 
letter from Dr. Drake, who stated: 
“Piedmont College was not in the list 
of colleges to which appropriations 
were voted . . . for it is the policy 
of the Board of Home Missions to 
consult with State Conferences when- 
ever appropriations are made to col- 
leges within their states . . . the Board 
does not interfere in internal affairs 
of a college . . . this is as far as the 
Board will go, except that Dr. Doug- 
lass will confer with Dr. Walter and 
give him counsel.” 


It was felt that this action by the 


Board of Home Missions was not 
entirely satisfactory, and a discussion 
followed as to ways and means of a 
stronger action. Rev. Weaver said 
that Dr. Walter had invited a com- 
mittee from the Georgia Conference 
to meet with the Board of Trustees 
of Piedmont College at the February 
meeting, and that he would like to 
have a committee of three from the 
Board of Directors of the Southeast 
Convention and the Board of Home 
Missions to meet with the Trustees 
of Piedmont College. 

The Board voted as follows: “The 
Board of Directors of the Southeast 
Convention goes on record as favor- 
ing the resignation of Dr. Walter 
from Piedmont College, and recom- 
mends that a committee of at least 
three members be appointed by the 
Board of Home Missions (including 
at least one of the following: Dr. 
Harry Stock, Dr. Eldon Mills, or Dr. 
Truman Douglass) to meet with the 
committee from the Board of Direc- 
tors to consider further steps before 
meeting with the Board of Trustees 
of Piedmont College on February 17. 
1953. 

The committee appointed from the 
Board of Directors is as follows: 
Supt. Erston M. Butterfield, Rev. Joe 
A. French, and Emerson P. Poste. 

The committee from the Georgia 
Conference is Rev. Henry C. Weaver, 
Rev. Jno. A. Pickens, Jr., and Miss 
Emily Dexter. 

It is hoped that these two com- 
mittees can meet with the committee 
from the Board of Home Missions 
on the afternoon of February 16, 
1952. 

The meeting of the Board was then 
adjourned, and the Executive Com- 
mittee will meet in Atlanta on Jan- 
uary 20, 1953, along with the con- 
ference moderators and the modera- 
tor of the Southeast Convention.
